Reports from Bridgetown—Inspection and fumigation of vessels—Status 
of yellow fever. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Urquhart reports, April 10: 

Week ended April 10. Bills of health issued to 10 vessels. Of this 
number, 2 were fumigated. Total number of passengers, 31; mem- 
bers of crews, 334. 

Three new cases of yellow fever were reported during the week, 
all in the country and all negroes. 

Consul Martin reports, April 3 and 10: 

Since report of March 27, 3 cases of yellow fever have been 
reported, 1 each in the parishes of St. Thomas, St. Johns, and 
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St. Lucy. Two of these cases were fatal. The last case was iso- 
lated March 31. The health of the city of Bridgetown and vicinity 
is excellent. 

April 10, 3 more cases of yellow fever have been reported, 2 in 
the parish of St. Lucy, at the extreme north of the ialand, and 1 
in the parish of St. Michael, in which the city of Bridgetown is sit- 
uated. The last case was isolated April 8. 


BRAZIL. 


Report from Rio de Janeiro—Inspection of vessels—Plague and 
smallpox. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Stewart reports, March 28: 

Two weeks ended March 28. Vessels inspected and issued bills of 
health: March 17, the British steamship Bosetti, for New York, in 
cargo of coffee, with no cabin passengers, 7 steerage passengers, and 
no change in the crew personnel; March 18, the British steamship 
Verdi, for New York, with cargo of coffee, 12 cabin passengers, and 1 
new member of the crew signed on in this port; March 19, the British 
steamship Susquehanna, for New Orleans, with coffee, no passengers 
and no change in the personnel, and the British steamship Tocantins, 
for the same —_ with coffee, no passengers and no change in the per- 
sonnel; March 23, the British steamship Grecian Prince, for New York, 
in coffee cargo, with 3 cabin passengers, and no change in the crew, 
and on the same date the Portuguese bark Feliz Berta, for New Orleans, 
with ballast and no passengers and no change in the crew personnel. 
No other vessels left this port. 

Mortality—Plague and smallpor.—Week ended March 21. Total 
deaths, 269. Smallpox caused 9 deaths with 17 new reported cases, 
and 1 case of plague was reported. At the close of the week there 
were in the Hospital Sio Sebastiio 37 cases of smallpox and 4 of 
plague under treatment. 

Week ended March 28. Total deaths, 229. One case of plague 
reported. Smallpox caused 7 deaths with 25 new reported cases, of 
which number 4 were reported from the suburbs. Cases in Hospital 
Sao Sebastiaio, variola 41 and plague 4.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Ransom reports, March 16: 

Week ended March 13. Supplemental bills of health granted to 
2 steamships, with an aggregate personnel of 411. There were 
inspected 1 vessel, 57 members of crew, and 5 steerage passengers. 
There were also inspected 20 pieces of freight; 12 pieces (human 
hair) were disinfected with formalin. Manifests were viséed for 6,336 
pieces of freight. Three emigrants for the United States per steam- 
ship Chiyo Maru were examined and passed; 2 were for San Fran- 
cisco and 1 was for Honolulu. Seven pieces of baggage were inspected 
and passed and 2 pieces were disinfected. 

The steamship Ghazee remained in this port 4 days, anchored in the 
stream. She was loaded from lighters during the entire 24 hours, 
rat guards being used on all lines. 

The steamship Chiyo Maru remained in this port 56 hours, anchored 
at Woosung. Be was loaded from lighters during daylight only. 
Inspection was held on the tender for the vessel at the hour of her 
sailing. 

Infected rats continue to be found in practically all sections, par- 
ticularly in the eastern district. 

The precautions adopted by this office to prevent infection of 
vessels bound to American ports are being insisted upon, and to this 
end all vessels taking bills of health for American ports are required 
to remain in the stream while here and to use all possible measures 
to prevent rats gaining access to them. 

Bieatts from Hankau show no cases or deaths from quarantinable 
disease reported during the week ended March 6.

Report from London—- Fatal case of laboratory plague at the Institute of 
Preventive Medicine. 


Consul-General Wynne transmits the following report from Consul 
Martin, under date of April 7, of a case of plague which occurred at 
the isolated laboratories of the London Institute of Preventive Medi- 
cine, situated at Elstree, Hertfordshire, 15 miles from London, the 
information having been furnished by the director of the institute. 

The laboratories had been placed at the disposal of the Advisory 
Committee for the Investigation of Plague in edie, and the patiertt 
was one of the scientific staff, engaged in experiments. 

How the physician infected himself is unknown. February 1 he 
became feverish and had a shivering fit. During the next day the 
fever increased and he suffered from severe headache, but the real 
nature of his illness was not at first suspected. February 3 he devel- 
oped pneumonia, and plague bacilli were discovered in his sputum. 

e€ pneumonic symptoms increased in severity and the degree of 
depression became profound. He died February 4.

Sanitary conditions at Ceiba not satisfactory—Precautions against 
introduction of smallpox— Malarial fever. 


Doctor Jumel further reports, April 14: 

The following is a report on the health and sanitary conditions 
prevailing in Ceiba. 

Since last season the local population has been increased several 
hundred, making the present estimated population to be about 
6,800. This increase does not materially change the health status, 
so far as yellow fever is concerned, inasmuch as the majority of the 
new inhabitants represent negro immigrants from neighboring 
republics. 

In general the sanitary conditions are poor. The streets are not 
kept clean, garbage is removed from city limits in a desultory fashion 
and, sometimes, not at all, and the surface well water is contami- 
nated by juxtaposition to numerous underground water-closets. 
The fecal contamination of the well water is deplorable in that 
nearly all the natives depend upon this supply for drinking purposes. 

The dry season, now obtaining, the liberal use of crude oil in cess- 
pools and water-closets, and the existence in town of few water 
tanks, screened or unscreened, accounts for the presence of so few 
Stegomyia calopus mosquitoes. Anopheles are numerous, but not 
nearly to the extent that they were last season. 

Smallpox made its appearance during the early fall, but has 
been eliminated from the list of infectious diseases prevailing in 
the interior. Precautionary measures have been adopted and put 
into practice to prevent the introduction of this disease into Ceiba. 
Hundreds of people have been vaccinated in Ceiba and adjacent 
towns, and this important work goes on steadily. 

Malaria is endemic here. The prevailing fevers are intermittent in 
character, with the tertian and quotidian types predominating. Re- 
mittent malaria is a rarity, and the quartan type not commonly 
observed. Tropical malaria, or double tertian, is seen occasionally. 
No malignant case of malarial fever has been observed during the 
interquarantine season. Dysentery, both simple and amebic, has 
prevailed for several months, and the latter has been the cause of 
not a few deaths. 

Ceiba is at present free from all quarantinable disease.

Bills of health granted to 5 steamships, 
2 bound for Manila and 1 each to New York, Seattle, and San Fran- 
cisco via Honolulu. Total personnel crew 554, passengers 217. 

The Prinz Waldemar, hence via ports for Australia via Manila, was 
granted a bill upon certificate of fumigation by the Australian 
authorities in accordance with an agreement between this office and 
the chief quarantine officer of the Philippines as to such cases, and 
the Norman Prince, hence for New York via ports, was fumigated 
throughout with sulphur gas on account of having been exposed to 
rat infection at Shanghai, Hongkong, Singapore, and other ports. 
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Two additional plague-infected rats have been found during the 
cleaning of Ota precinct of this city, this precinct being distant from 
the water front, but inhabited in part by longshore coolies. 

Week ended March 27. Bills of health issued to 2 barks and 3 
steamships having an aggregate personnel of 162 cabin and 448 
steerage passengers and 503 members of crews. 

During the annual cleaning of houses now going on in this city 
3 plague-infected rats were found during the week in the district 
previously infected. 

An official dispatch has been sent to the naval port of Yokosuka, 
in Tokyo Bay, reporting the occurrence of plague in Nishinomiya, 
Mikage, Amagasaki, and Sumoto, Awaji Island, as well as in Kobe, 
during the last eight days of February, and the catching of 28 infected 
rats in the latter places during the period March 1 to 18. 

The official census of Yokohama, under date of December 31, gives 
a population of 392,870, living in 78,136 houses. 


Examination of emigrants. 


Number of emigrants per steamship Asia, March 27, for Honolulu, 
held for observation, 2; for San Francisco, recommended for rejec- 
tion, 1; held for observation, 1. 

For steamship Tosa Maru, for Seattle, March 31, recommended for 
rejection, 2; held for observation, 5.

There were inspected 296 members of crew and 45 steerage pas- 
sengers, and 54 members of crew and 27 steerage passengers were 
bathed and disinfected and had their effects disinfected by steam.

Manifests were viséed for 28,728 pieces of freight, amounting to 
2,540 tons.

Reports from Veracruz—Smallpox and vaccination—Sanitary condi- 
tions and improvements—Summary of yellow fever, 1903-1909— 
Inspection of vessels. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Carter reports, April 5, 10, and 11: 

Week ended April 5. Smallpox was reported at Veracruz, as fol- 
lows: March 26, 1 case; March 29, 1 case, 1 death; April 3, 1 case. 
The cases have been isolated. 

April 10. The general sanitary conditions of Veracruz are fairly 
ood. The last case of yellow fever died February 11, since whic 
late no cases have been reported. Three cases of smallpox have 
been reported with 2 deaths. The last death occurred April 6. 
Since that date no new cases have occurred. At least 90 per cent of 
the population have been vaccinated. The 3 cases reported were 
isolated, the premises disinfected, and the contacts who could not 
show a scar were vaccinated. The last case of yellow fever was iso- 

lated quickly and the entire block disinfected. 

The streets are now nearly all paved, the center of the city being 
of asphalt and a few of the. outlying streets being paved with cobble 
stones. These improvements are being carried on continuously. A 
great deal of the improvement has been done during the past three 
or four years. 

A complete sewerage system has been installed. The sewage 
empties into the sea outside of breakwaters, pumps being used for 
this purpose. No refuse from ships is allowed to be thrown over- 
eo in the harbor, and water is piped from the mains to the end 
of all the piers. No water containers, cans, or rubbish are allowed 
about the wharves. 

The water for the city is brought from a distance of about 15 
kilometers and pumped into reservoirs, where it is filtered through 
sand and gravel. During heavy rains this water does not become 
muddy. Typhoid and typhus fever are unknown, or at least those 
diseases never originate here. Nearly all of the houses are equipped 
with the latest sanitary arrangements. There are no water tanks 
to be found in the city. At this time of the year (dry season) there 
are very few mosquitoes. The port physician informed me that an 
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effort is being made to eliminate them entirely around the piers and 
wharves. The ground is mostly sand, and water does not stagnate, 
but is quickly taken up. If any pools remain they are quickly 
oiled to prevent the breeding of mosquitoes. 

The sanitary affairs of the city and harbor are administered by the 
city engineer, port physician, 4 city physicians, and a corps of 
sanitary inspectors and laborers. The city is divided into districts, 
each in charge of a medical officer, who has a corps of inspectors. 
Each house in each district is inspected twice a week. Any case of 
sickness is reported to the medical officer in charge of that district, 
who reports to the chief sanitary inspector. If the case is suspicious, 
the patient is at once removed to the detention hospital for cane 
tion. At present this hospital consists of a two-story house, the 
upper floor being used for the hospital; the lower for cooking, for 
storeroom, and for oil, sulphur and disinfecting apparatus. The 
place is thoroughly screened and fairly clean. At the time of my 
visit the hospital was empty. The hospital will be moved later to 
the new Spanish hospital, which will be occupied in a short time. 
At the Hospital San Sebastian, for men only, there are also 2 wards 
screened for the reception of real or suspect yellow fever cases. 
This hospital is built of stone, is a very old building, and of 2 stories 
and basement, and has a capacity of 300 beds. The operating room 
and disinfecting apparatus are modern. During my visit the yellow 
fever wards were empty. Upon the reception of a real or suspect 
case of yellow fever I am at once notified of the same and requested 
to see the patient. The hospital for women is similar to the one 
described. 

The death rate from all causes at Veracruz seems to be high, about 
50 per thousand in a population of 35,000, the city claiming, how- 
ever, 40,000. The prevailing diseases have been as follows: Tuber- 
cular intestinal disorders, malaria, yellow fever, and smallpox. The 
death rate from pernicious and remittent fevers, while still high, is less 
than it was four years ago and is becoming less as the improvements 
progress. One of the principal causes of the high death rate from 
malarial disorders and other diseases is the carelessness of the poor 
classes and the constant large influx of new material from the north. 
A great many of these persons do not take the least precaution 
regarding clothing, eating, drinking, late hours, etc. Consequently, 
after a few months’ sojourn they find themselves sick. Another 
cause is that the hospital here receives patients for the whole of the 
state of Veracruz, Mexico, and elsewhere, and the deaths are charged 
against Veracruz. 

To show the decrease of yellow fever and malaria with the progress 
made in sanitary improvement in this city, which was begun about 
1903 and resumed in 1906, the following tables are presented:

From these tables it will be seen that yellow fever has been re- 
duced to almost nil, and that malarial fever has been reduced only 
a little less than half. The work is continued. Oiling, inspecting, 
disinfecting, etc., are carried on with fair regularity, and I am in- 
formed that the work is becoming more thorough and greater interest 
is being taken by all classes of the people. 

Week ended April 11. Bills of health issued to 5 vessels, with a 
total of 204 members of crew and 89 cabin and 180 steerage passengers. 
No contagious diseases were reported. The last case o smallpox 
died April 5. 

PANAMA. 


Report from Bocas del Toro—Sanitary conditions. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Osterhaut reports, April 5: 

The health conditions of this port and the surrounding territory 
are good. No infectious or contagious diseases have appeared since 
the close of the quarantine season of 1908. The health of the town 
is remarkably good; mosquitoes are almost entirely absent.

Report from Manila—Smallpox—Status of cholera in the provinces— 
Inspection of vessels—Smallpox on steamship Indrapura. 


Chief Quarantine Officer Heiser reports, March 9: 
Week ended March 6. Six cases of smallpox with 1 death were 
reported for the city of Manila.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


Cholera on steamship Sunki Maru at Penang. 


The following is forwarded by Assistant Surgeon Wollenberg, at 
Naples, under date of April 5: 

The Japanese steamship Sunki Maru left Kobe February 4, and 
after having called at Shanghai, Hongkong, Singapore, Penang, and 
Colombo, arrived at Suez, March 1, bound to Marseille and London. 
Members of crew, 106; passengers, 42. The Sunki Maru carried a 
ship doctor, but no disinfecting apparatus. The captain declared 
that one passenger suffering from cholera was landed at Penang, 
February 26, and that no further cases had occurred. Disinfection 
with carbolic acid was carried out, the drinking water pumped out 
at Colombo, and the tanks were washed with potassium permanga- 
nate. After the required disinfection the ship was granted free
